Also the Applicant argues that the Final rejection should be withdrawn for the reasons that it was improper because a new grounds of 
rejection was made in the final rejection. The examiner disagrees, the orginal Non-Final mailed October 19, 2004 had a typo on the 
102(e) rejection, where it only included claims 1 and 68, where clearly claims 1-68 were included under that rejection using the same 
102(e) reference. Also on the response to the Non-Final filed on December 13, 2004 the applicant showed understanding that the claims 
2-67 were intended to be included in the rejection on page 17 of the response and the applicant took the time to respond to the rejection 
to those claims on pages 17 to 18, so the applicant clearly had and used that opportunity to respond to the rejection. The Finality is not 
witdrawn. 
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
